Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to show an adaptation layer on a piezoelectric bender element which partially 
compensates and reduces thermal distortion. While the prior art of Matsumaura ('081 ) 
shows a dollop of material for some temperature compensation, it does not anticipate a 
broader application such as is shown by the invention nor lend itself to use as a layer in 
a combination of prior art.
